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The towering structure of the Goliath crane, 177 ft. high, dominates the scaffolding and 

rising concrete at Bradwell Nuclear Power Station, Essex. This giant crane was built 

by Clyde Crane and Booth Ltd. of Gateshead. It stands 178 ft. wide between railway lines 

that extend for 1,200 ft., along which it can carry a 200 ton load at the rate of 55 ft. per 

minute. It also has an auxiliary hoist for lifting ‘small’ loads of up to 30 tons. Goliath has 

been constructed for easy dismantling and re-erection at another site when its present 
job is completed. 




















CONCERNING CONSORTIA 


HE SETTING UP OF CONSORTIA-organizations in which a number of firms group together to 
secure a single big contract —is one of the outstanding developments of United Kingdom 
industry during recent years, especially in the field of exports. It is a pattern which has been 
imposed largely because of the increasing demand for contractors to undertake schemes beyond the 
technical or financial resources of any single firm. Perhaps the most striking organization is that in 
nuclear power where five consortia have been established to offer reactors of the Calder Hall type 
while additional groups are also studying other types. , 
Leading examples of consortia which have come into being to handle the single large scale order 
are the ISCON group of 13 firms responsible for the construction of the {100 million steel works at 
Durgapur, West Bengal, and RUSTYFA, the consortium of British companies formed to build the 
tyre factory at Dnepropetrovsk in Russia for which contracts for machinery and plant from the 
United Kingdom already exceed £12} million. ; 

Several other consortia have been established on a permanent long term basis to bid for any 
suitable contracts available in different markets. ‘They include Group One Ltd., an association of 
nine companies who are actively concerned in dams, bridges, wharves and other big overseas 
development schemes; Metallurgical Equipment Export Co. Ltd., who can offer and advise upon 
the installation of complete metallurgical installations; Consolidated Foundry Plant Ltd. which 
represents an association of five specialist firms; and the Millspaugh-Wimpey consortium which 
specializes in pulp and paper mill installations. ; 

The United Kingdom manufacturers of petroleum equipment have set up a consortium, known 
as “The British Refinery Constructors (BREFCON),’ which is to supply £4 million worth of equip- 
ment for a new oil refinery at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. It is possible that there will be similar yf Bon 
ments in other industries in the future. P 

There are obvious advantages in the consortium. It allows the component firms to take a share 
in a big contract without tying up all their production resources over that period. Companies who 
are members of consortia are normally at liberty to obtain and carry out individual ear vere 
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independently, while the consortium contract is going through. 
Capital and other resources are more readily available as a result of 
the pooling of interests. 

From the customer’s point of view the consortium also has ad- 
vantages. [he turn-key or package contract means that there is 
complete co-ordination of the whole scheme. Expert advice is also 
available at all stages from the component specialist firms, each of 
which is usually responsible for some major part of the project — one 
undertaking construction, another all electrical installation and so on. 
‘This can be of particular importance when the customer is an overseas 
government whose departments are faced with large and complicated 
estimating. 

“Turn-key’ contracts are the type in which the contractors carry 
out the design and supervisory work as well as building and equipping 
the plant. While some consortia are organized on these lines, others 
limit themselves to purely contracting functions and work under the 
direction of independent British consulting engineers whose traditional 
expertize is recognized the world over. 

The Export Group for the Constructional Industries, while not 
itself a trading organization, has concluded arrangements with the 
appropriate professional organizations covering the design and 
construction of all types of constructional projects on a ‘turn-key’ 
basis. ‘The Group comprises over 70 member firms representing 
civil engineering and building contractors, electrical and mechanical 
engineering firms, boiler manufacturers and heating and ventilating 
engineers, bridge builders and structural steel firms, mining and 
dredging contractors and manufacturers of contractors’ plant. 

The Middle East is a good example of an area in which there is 
current large-scale development and where a number of important 
consortia are operating. These include the Iranian Construction 
Group, the Arcon Group and the association of George Wimpey and 
the Bechtel Corporation. Details of some of the work being done by 
consortia and similar associations of firms in this part of the world are 
given in the last section of the article.

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PROGRESS IN EAST ANGLIA 


The Second Article on the development of industry 
in East Anglia has been held over and will be published 
in our issue of October 3. 








Although there are many famous industrial names in existing 
consortia, the organizations are not necessarily confined to groupings 
of the largest firms. A number of medium sized firms are associated 
with at least one consortium. Some group organizations of small 
firms have also been formed to promote sales in some overseas markets. 
Moreover, many smaller firms, while not being members of a con- 
sortium, often benefit from sub-contracts once a big order has been 
secured. For example, upwards of 1,000 individual firms are involved 
in contracts for some of the nuclear power stations. 

Furthermore, it is mainly the medium sized and smaller firms which 
are associated with the group organizations formed to further sales 
in overseas markets of goods where no question of big single contracts 
is involved. Examples of this type of consortium are British Engineers 
Small Tools and Equipment Co. Ltd. (BESTEC), formed in 1945, 
which co-ordinates the market arrangements for the products of its 
member companies throughout the world, and Scientific Instruments 
(Great Britain) Ltd. (SCIEX) an overseas selling organization formed 
in 1946. British Electrical Plant Co. (Canada) Ltd. (BEPCO) formed 
in 1933 is another example. 

It is interesting to note here that the recent report of the Dollar 
Exports Council Delegation to Canada indicates that studies are in 
hand on the extension in Canada of joint selling arrangements by 
groups of firms acting together. The Engineering Industries Associa- 
tion and the Agricultural Engineers Association have also recently 
been reported as being interested in group selling arrangements. 

Will the consortium pattern be developed in the future? The answer 
is quite possibly, yes, so far as big single contracts are concerned. 
Apart from developments recorded in the United Kingdom there are 
already consortia with this aim in mind in France, Holland, Germany 
and Switzerland. Indeed, these consortia, like the increase in overseas 
activity of British consulting engineers and contractors, may be only 
a natural response to conditions in the post-war world where demand 
for capital equipment no longer comes solely from the expansion of 
established firms, but also from governmental or quasi-governmental 
authorities with large funds for development at their disposal, but 
with no particular knowledge of industry. Certainly consortia are

Further contracts are expected to be awarded in the next few 
months for stations of about 500 mW. at Trawsfynydd in Wales and 
Dungeness, Kent, and sites for later stations are being examined. 
The present programme is for 5,000/6,000 mW. of nuclear power by 
1966. 

N.P.P.C. has signed an agreement for collaboration with the 
Italian para-statal organization AGIP whereby the latter will be 
taught nuclear know-how over a period of several years and will 
progressively take over responsibility for the whole design, manufac- 
ture and erection of nuclear stations. Work has already started at 
Latina near Rome on the first station to be built under this arrange- 
ment. 


A.E.I., G.E.C. and E.E. are submitting tenders to the Japan 
Atomic Power Company for a 150 mW. station designed with special 
regard to the earthquake risk in Japan. Each of them is planning some 
form of co-operation with Japanese firms should they secure the 
order. 

The same three have put in tenders for a second station in Italy 
to be financed in part by the International Bank. A decision is expected 
in the next few weeks and will be of particular interest in view of the 
direct competition of several United States firms offering different 
types of reactor.

The steel works are located at Durgapur, West Bengal, about 
110 miles from Calcutta. This is part of India’s second five year plan 
which is intended to quadruple the country’s output of steel. The 
project is to be completed in 1961.

CONSORTIA IN MIDDLE EAST 


One of the larger and more important consortia working in the 
Middle East is the Iranian Construction Group which was formed 
in order to undertake the Gach Saran-Kharg Island project for the 
Iranian Oil Exploration and Producing Company. The Construction 
Group is a company registered in Holland with a British subsidiary. 
It consists of two British, two Canadian and two Dutch firms: 
Constructors John Brown and their Canadian associates Williams 
Bros., who have considerable experience on pipe-line construction 
and have just completed a 350 mile pipe-line in Iran; Richard Costain 
Ltd., who have extensive building and civil engineering experience 
in the Middle East; Raymond International Inc., a Canadian firm 
which specializes in the construction of marine works and jetties; 
Bredero’s Bouwbedrijs N.V., the Dutch building firm; and Werkspoor 
N.V., a Dutch heavy engineering firm who have done a great deal of 
work for the Royal Dutch Shell Group in the Dutch East Indies. 
By combining the resources of these six firms, the Construction 
Group will be able to provide common services for the whole of the 
Gach Saran-Kharg Island project the value of which is estimated at 
about £20 million. 

The project includes the building of a 26/28/30 in. pipe-line from 
the oil field at Gach Saran to the coast about 70 miles away; a 30 in. 
underwater sea-line for a further 25 miles from the coast to Kharg 
Island at a depth of approximately 150 feet; and an oil-loading jetty, 
boat harbour, tankage and storage facilities and workshops on Kharg 
Island itself. The construction contracts will normally be undertaken 
by the member firms of the Iranian Construction Group individually, 
but in special circumstances may be allocated outside the Group. 


Another example of a consortium operating in the Middle East is 
the Arcon Group which is supplying the Iran Seven-Year Plan

Unlike the Iranian Construction Group, the Arcon Group was not 
founded in order to undertake contracts in Iran but has been active 
in the United Kingdom for many years. The Arcon Group consists 
of United Steel, I.C.1., Stewarts & Lloyds and the Crittall Manufac- 
turing Co. on the manufacturing side, and Taylor Woodrow (Building 
Exports) on the marketing side. The order for the first of the two 
mills was placed early in 1957 and work began last December. This 
mill will occupy an area of 300,000 square feet and is believed to be 
the largest ready-to-assemble building ever supplied by one country 
to another. The repeat order was placed in May 1958, and is for a 
slightly smaller mill to occupy an area of 235,000 square feet. ‘Taylor 
Woodrow (Building Exports) are responsible for sales, research, 
co-ordination of production in the United Kingdom and supervision 
of the erection of the mills and after-sales service in Iran; United 
Steel is supplying the structural steelwork; Stewarts & Lloyds the 
tubular steel components; Crittalls the doors and windows; and 
I.C.1. the metal alloys and plastics. The Shahi mill contracts, therefore, 
are a good example of several firms co-operating to meet an export 
order which no one of them could have handled satisfactorily alone. 

A much looser form of association is that between the United 
Kingdom firm of contractors, George Wimpey & Co., and the 
American firm of specialists in oil industry construction, the Bechtel 
Corporation, which have co-operated on a number of important 
contracts awarded by the oil companies in the Middle East. Recent 
examples have been the building of B.P.’s refinery at Aden, commis- 
sioned in July, 1954, which is canable of processing five million tons 
of crude a year and the expansion of the capacity of the Kuwait oil 
refinery from 1.5 million tons of crude a year to 9.5 million a year; 
the new part of the Kuwait refinery was brought into operation in 
March 1958

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countries fell by £2 million a month (6 per cent.). Within the group 
there was a sharp decline in shipments to Japan and falls also to most 
of the Latin American countries and, in the Middle East, to the Sudan 
and Lebanon. Exports to China, however, were almost doubled and 
there was a considerable revival in shipments to Egypt. Exports of 
United Kingdom goods to the Soviet Union were nearly £2 million 
a month lower this year, but this fall was partly compensated by a 
rise of £1} million a month in re-exports of rubber. 

The fall of 9} per cent. compared with a year ago in imports from 
the non-sterling countries was due mainly to a decline of 18 per cent. 
in dollar imports. Commodities to show falls were sugar, cotton, metal 
ores and scrap, coal, petroleum, and iron and steel. Imports from 
O.E.E.C. countries were down by 3 per cent. and from ‘other non- 
sterling’ countries by 7} per cent. with reductions in timber, metal 
ores and scrap and iron and steel. There were, however, increased 
imports of fruits and vegetables from O.E.E.C. sources. 

Exports to the sterling area were 6 per cent. lower in May-August 
1958 than a year earlier. Exports to New Zealand and to Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland have fallen considerably in the last few months and 
were £2} million and £1 million a month respectively below a year 
ago. Shipments to India, Pakistan, Burma, Ghana, Singapore and 
Malaya all remained below last year’s level, but to Australia, the Irish 
Republic and the Colonial territories have been well maintained. 
Although exports to South Africa have also recently declined sharply, 
they were stil £3 million a month more than a year ago. 

The fall of £16 million a month (12 per cent.) in the value of 
imports from the sterling area included lower figures for meat, 
sugar, wool, metal ores and scrap, and petroleum. Imports of fruits 
and vegetables were, however, higher than last year. 

With a bigger absolute fall in imports than in total exports the 
visible trade deficit with the non-sterling world at a monthly average 
of £38 million in May-August was {11 million less than a year ago, 
while trade with the sterling area moved from a visible deficit of 
£4 million a month last year to a surplus of £4 million this year.

Short-term Trends 

The rate of United Kingdom exports in June-August was 7 per 
cent. below the average of the earlier months of this year. Part of 
this fall was attributable to the normal seasonal movement, but there 
was clearly also a continuation of the recent underlying downward

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trend. All the main groups of exports shared in the decrease. Engineer- 
ing products, until recently much the most buoyant sector, have now 
begun to share in the general fall; they were 5 per cent. below the 
January-May monthly rate. Machinery other than electric fell by 
8 per cent., electric machinery by 7 per cent., cars and chassis by 
74 per cent. (mainly in shipments to New Zealand and Sweden), and 
commercial vehicles by 16 per cent. Exports of aircraft were 11 per 
cent. more, however, and ships and boats increased by two-thirds. 

Exports of metals in June-August were 11 per cent. below the 
January-May level, with a fall of one-fifth in shipments of iron and 
steel but no overall change in the value of non-ferrous metal exports. 
Textiles were 14 per cent. down, with cottons most affected (19 per 
cent. lower) but wool tops up 8 per cent. in quantity though lower 
prices reduced the value by 6} per cent. Other manufactures were 
6 per cent. below the January-May average; chemicals declined by 
only 4 per cent. and exports of clothing and footwear rose by 4 per 
cent. Food exports in June-August maintained their earlier level, 
and included increases in refined sugar and whisky. Fuel exports 
were 9} per cent. down, all owing to reduced shipments of petroleum 
which were 13 per cent. less in value than in January-May.

Import of Textile Manufactures 
from China 


NOTICE TO IMPORTERS No. 871, dated August 20, 1958 (see 
Board of Trade Journal, August 22, 1958, page 384), announced the 
establishment of a quota for manufactures wholly or mainly of cotton, 
linen or man-made fibres or mixtures thereof originating in and 
consigned from the People’s Republic of China, licences under the 
quota to be issued to traders who imported such goods during the 
year ended December 31, 1957, against payment direct to the supplier 
in China. It has been brought to the notice of the Board of Trade, 
however, that there is an established trade in textile manufactures of 
Chinese origin shipped from Hong Kong. The Board of Trade are 
accordingly prepared to consider applications based on this trade. 

By Notice to Importers No. 879, dated September 19, 1958, 
applications for licences may be made by traders who in 1957 imported 
Chinese textile manufactures through Hong Kong, and should be 
accompanied by a statement in the following form, certified by an 
independent practising accountant in the form given in paragraph 8 
of Notice to Importers No. 871:

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Automation is Theme of Business Efficiency Exhibition 


THE OPENING of the 45th Business Efficiency Exhibition at the 
City Hall, Manchester, on Monday, recalls that it is just 35 years 
since the late Field Marshal Earl Haig opened the first provincial 
BEE here in Manchester when the British office equipment industry’s 
annual output was only about £250,000. Last year it produced 
between £70 and £100 million of equipment of which nearly £273 
million was shipped to three-quarters of the countries of the world. 

This week’s show — it closes tomorrow — is, of course, not devoted 
exclusively to British developments, but they constitute an outstand- 
ing proportion of the exhibits. And, as might be expected of the 
largest such display ever held in this country outside London, there 
is a wealth of machinery and systems to interest every commercial 
and industrial undertaking, large and small. 

In the electronic field, honours may be said to be shared fairly 
evenly by two British firms and two American offshoots, or maybe 
three. Highlight of the stand of IBM United Kingdom Ltd., of 
Greenock, is the demonstration on an actual stock control task of their 
electronic accounting group, a linking of their 604 electronic computer 
and their 421 accounting machine which between them read 100 
punched cards, calculate over 40,000 additions, print 150 lines and 
punch the resultant 100 cards all in a minute. 


Largest Payroll System in the World 

Attracting considerable interest, however, was the all-British 
Powers-Samas Accounting Machines Co.’s ‘Samastronic,’ a Tabulator 
Output printer similar to two which will undertake the transcription 
side of the work of the two National Elliott ‘405’ computers when the 
G.P.O. bring these into operation later this year on the largest 
centralized payroll system in the world. 

The task of this installation will be the calculation of the payrolls 
of some 112,000 engineering, postal, telegraph, telephone and office 
staff in the London area, amounting to over £70 million a year, on 
which it is estimated there will. be a saving of up to £100,000 per 
annum in the cost of pay work. 

The ‘Samastronic’ is to be seen printing out from punched cards 
prepared in a £15,000 Programme Controlled Computer of this same 
Croydon firm, at a rate of 42,000 characters a minute during which 
time 140 styli arranged in a bank 14 ins. wide, print 300 lines. This 
is claimed to be more in harmony with the speed of calculation of 
electronic computers than anything we have had in this country 
before. It is certainly a big step forward in achieving what has hitherto 
been the slowest part of any overall electronic computing system, so 
that to learn that the company are already from pre-views receiving 
a large influx of export orders is not surprising. 

On the stand of a second all-British firm, ‘Holleriths,’ or the British 
Tabulating Machine Co., of Letchworth, Herts., is an interesting 
electronic calculator, the ‘555,’ embodying a number of features 
hitherto only available in electronic computers in the full technical 
sense. These include magnetic drum storage and programme facilities, 
provision for the extraction of square roots, and for carrying out 
iterative operations, as well as facilities for complete checking and 
marginal testing. The first of these machines went recently to the 
Atomic Energy Research Author ty at Harwell, and its great asset 
is that it can be combined with any Hollerith punched card installation 
to afford it the maximum benefits of electronic data processing. 


Automatic Accounting 


Two other exhibits worth a mention in this field at the National 
Cash Register Co.’s Post-tronic account posting machine, and 
Burroughs Adding Machine’s ‘Sensitronic,’ a new electronic book- 
keeping machine. The ‘Post-tronic’ of N.C.R., of Dundee, comes 
from the United States at present, and is a completely self-contained 
accounting unit which can be operated in an area of 5 ft. by 2 ft. 6 ins. 
The circuitry of the machine enables it to ensure automatically that 
all entries are made to the correct account, to read the ledger card 
and take into consideration what is already in credit before computing 
the new balance, and to signal whether the account should be in 
credit or otherwise. The ‘Sensitronic,’ of Burroughs, of Strathleven, 
utilizes an advanced magnetic strip technique to store and print 
information with accuracy checking. Used for banking, it will flash 
a red light when dealing with overdrawn accounts. 

A punched card system of another ilk altogether has been introduced 
by George Anson & Co., of London, with an electric vibration selection

unit. This is hand punched card equipment for any reasonably-sized 
sorting or classifying task and is known as the edge punched card 
system. With this every card has one or two rows of holes round the 
perimeter and each hole cr group of holes represents a given subject, 
number or letter, according to a pre-arranged plan. To record, the 
appropriate hole is slotted so that the margin of the card between 
the hole and the card edge is cut away and a rod can be passed through. 
While the idea behind this system is not new, a complete innovation 
is the electric vibration selection unit accompanying it with which 
required cards are automatically ejected according to the selection 
by the rods in the suspended frame. Between four and five hundred 
cards can be sorted at a time in this way.

of Kodak Ltd.’s stand is a new industrial projection printer designed 
for making rapid photographic facsimile prints from 16 mm. and 
35 mm. microfilm negatives, and mounted on the wall of a darkroom 
this machine will project at magnifications ranging from 8 to 40 
diameters. The i!Jlumination system is such as to give a point light- 
source while the condenser system and the ‘Ektar’ lumenized lens 
afford critically sharp definition resulting in a very high standard of 
print contrast. Exposures are made with the aid of a line-switch and 
a glassless film carrier reduces the risk of scratching the film. Images 
are focused by means of a knob which can be operated by remote 
control. 

From the stencil duplicator firm, Gestetner Ltd., of Tottenham, 
comes a new offset litho machine capable of remarkable colour work, 
the entire inking head of which can be removed and replaced with 
a spare unit in two minutes. It has ten ink rollers assembled in pyramid 
fashion to give firm, steady pressure and if the image is positioned 
crookedly on the plate all that has to be done to ensure a correct 
printing is a simple adjustment of the feed angle of the paper. 

And while discussing printing, Rank-XeroX Ltd., again of London, 
have introduced a new addition to their range of xerographic equip- 


ment — the ‘1318’ — which enables a direct copy or master for use with 
offset litho to be made tn sizes up to 13 ins. by 18 ins. — hitherto 
8} ins. by 13 ins. was the maximum ~ in less than five minutes. It 


is also useful for making direct copies or masters from all sizes of 
cut film or microfilm. 

This brings us to an innovation of Addressograph-Multigraph Ltd., 
of Hemel Hempstead, Herts., a machine which in one integrated 
operation types the body of a letter, fills in the name, address and 
salutation, adds a facsimile signature in ink, and also prints the letter 
heading. 

Another small item of general interest but especially to punched 
equipment is a mobile waste bin, shown by Punched 
Card Accessories Ltd., of London, which combines the functions of 
an unobtrusive working-topped trolley with those of a large scale, 
movable waste bin for scrap cards and the like. Waste is ‘posted’ 
through the large apertures at either end and it features a polished 
plastic counter top which is easily removed. 

New from Chubb & Son’s Lock & Safe Co. Ltd., of Wolverhampton, 
is a fire resistant unit for the filing of between 1,500 and 2,000 double 
elephant or antiquarian size plans and drawings, the basic system of 
which is a honeycomb with rubber rods on which the plans are rolled, 
while from Remington Rand Ltd., of Weybridge, in this case, is a 
new fire-resistant desk.

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Britain is Europe’s Top Tourist 
Country 


BRITAIN TODAY earns more from tourism than any other European 
country, says the British Travel and Holidays Association in its annual 
report. In 1957, for the third successive year, more than a million 
visitors came to Britain. Arrivals totalled 1,180,430, an increase of 
7 per cent. over the 1956 figure. Earnings from their expenditure are 
estimated at £181 million, including fare payments of £52 million 
to British carriers. 

Visitors from the United States numbered nearly 280,000 and their 
expenditure, including fare payments, amounted to £47:7 million, or 
133-6 million dollars. In addition, there were 60,000 Canadian visitors, 
who spent {16-2 million, or 45-4 million dollars, including fares. 


Dealing with the requirements of the tourist industry, the report 
states that the demands of the industry are not excessive. “The financial 
assistance needed for the development and expansion of tourism is 
relatively small’, it says. “Tourism cannot continue to expand unless 
the requirements, frequently stressed by this Association, are met. 
Nor do all these requirements cost money.’ 


More Hotel Rooms Needed 

Once again mention is made of the shortage of suitable hotel 
accommodation in certain tourist centres in Britain and the report 
repeats the Association’s estimate that up to 5,000 additional bedrooms 
will be required in the near future. 

In a section dealing with prospects for the future, the report says 
that the Association remains convinced that it has good reason for 
the optimism expressed in its forecast of revolutionary expansion of 
international travel in the years ahead. But the report makes the point 
that new services and facilities for new groups of tourists and holiday- 
makers will be needed. ‘Expansion in transport must be accompanied 
by expansion in entertainment, tourist facilities, and accommodation 
of all kinds. 

“There is a danger of distortion in the industry, due to investment 
in transport having far out-stripped investment in provision of services 
at the destination’, the report goes on. “Transport is a means to an 
end; new ’planes and new vehicles will not be filled if the destination 
is unable to cope with the influx. In addition to investment in equip- 
ment, there is need for improved promotion and marketing, the 
provision of information about the attractions of travel in the less 
busy months of the year, and of new tourist regions and byways in the 
less frequented areas of the country. Further integration of tourist 
services seems desirable. Some of the most successful post-war 
innovations have resulted from integration and co-operation within 
the tourist trade; for example, air-coach inclusive holidays, car-train 
ferry services, etc.’ 


We All Benefit from Tourism 

The report points out that everybody in the community benefits 
from tourism and says that among the million or more visitors to 
Britain are to be found representatives of the opinion-forming sections 
of overseas communities. These visitors learn new ideas, they are 
willing to try out new goods and services, and they represent a vast 
audience anxious to taste, sample, and experiment. 

“The Association has for long pointed out that tourism brings in 
its wake an increase of trade; and has advertised extensively, both to 
the visitors in Britain and to the potential visitor in his own country, 
the attractive aspects of life in this country: the tradition of the past, 
the glamour of the present, the excitement of the future. The tourist 
pays a compliment to this country by visiting us’, the report continues. 
‘He has spent a considerable sum of money getting here and is pre- 
pared to spend even more to see the sights and events which we see 
every day of our lives and take for granted. One of the principal 
comments received from visitors concerns the natural courtesy and 
friendliness of our people. The importance of this tribute cannot be 
over-emphasised, as the little momentary kindness to a stranger can 
produce a lasting effect. 

‘World opinion of Britain and British goods and services is perhaps 
more important today that ever before. The tourist movement should 
be recognised as being not only one of the country’s principal exports, 
but also a means of creating international goodwill and of making 
friends who will look forward to working and trading with us in future 
years.” 
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BRITAIN STEPS FORWARD 


| The President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, 
made the following statement to the Montreal Conference 
on September 17 on further liberalization measures in the 
removal of dollar discrimination. 

He said: 

‘lam glad to say that we now see our way to taking a 
further significant step forward. We have decided to take 
action under four heads: 

(a) We propose to make almost a clean sweep of the 
controls on dollar imports of industrial, agricultural 
and office machinery. Only a limited range of 
comparatively specialized machinery will remain 
subject to control. 

(b) Canned salmon will be wholly freed from import 
control with the exception of salmon from the 
Soviet bloc. 

(c) We shall formally free newsprint from control. 

(d) Colonial Governments are being invited to make 
relaxations of their restrictions on a wide range 
of dollar goods. 

‘This we are doing at once and then we shall have 
reached the stage when almost all materials, basic 
foodstuffs and tools of trade will be free. The next 
move will be to make a start in freeing our imports of 
consumer goods and the remaining foodstuffs. Exactly 
what we shall be able to do and when will depend on 
certain well known conditions. | have in mind the need 
to be sure both that world trade is expanding and that 
we are free from inflation at home. 

‘But, broadly speaking, this is what we would propose 
to do, making a start next year: first we should remove 
the controls on as wide a range of consumer goods and 
foodstuffs as we could. Secondly, we should establish or 
increase quotas for items where, in our judgment, the 
cost of total liberalization might be greater than we could 
afford at that time. The next stage would be progressively 
to increase these quotas until the items were completely 
free. Thirdly, there would remain a limited number of 
items presenting special difficulties. Each of these would 
be considered over a period of time on merits.’ 











Factory Accidents Lowest in 20 Years 
THE NUMBER of factory accidents reported during 1957 was the 
lowest for twenty years states the Chief Inspector of Factories in his 
Annual Report for 1957*. This was despite a considerable increase 
in industrial acitivity over the same period. 


The Report (published September 16) says that during 1957 
the number of notified accidents totalled 174,062 non-fatal, 
and 651 fatal; the corresponding figures for 1956 being 


184,098 non-fatal and 687 fatal. The figures for 1957 as compared 
with those for 1956 represented a fall of over 5 per cent. in both fatal 
and non-fatal accidents. 

‘It is particularly satisfactory’ states the Chief Inspector, ‘to record 
a substantial fall of over 16 per cent. in the fatal accidents in the 
Building Industry from 186 in 1956 to 156 in 1957. Particular attention 
has been paid recently to the need for more effective accident preven- 
tion measures in this industry and the figures suggest that these 
efforts are beginning to show results’.

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Smaller Decline in Cinema Attendances in 
Second Quarter of 1958 


A\.THOUGH cinema attendances during the second quarter of 1958, 
which were 191 million, showed a seasonal fall, as would be expected, 
they were only 4 per cent. below attendances in the first quarter. 
‘They were 35 million, or 15 per cent., below those in the second 
quarter of 1957, whereas in each of the previous four quarters attend- 
ances showed decreases of the order of 20 per cent. as compared with 
a year earlier. Gross takings in the second quarter were £20-9 million; 
less than 7 per cent. below those in the second quarter of 1957 (after 
which seat prices were raised) and about 4 per cent. below takings in 
the first quarter of 1958. The average price per admission was 26-2d. 
as compared with 26-3d. in the first quarter of 1958. 

The rate of decline in admissions continued to be less in Southern 
than in Northern regions. Attendances in the London and South 


Eastern region were possibly adversely affected in some degree by 
the London Transport strike in May-June. The rate of decline was 
again greater for medium-sized and small (except very small) cinemas 
than for the larger cinemas (i.e. those with a seating capacity over 
1,500). 


These statistics relate to the 4,027 cinemas operating during the 
quarter, with a seating capacity of some 3,788 thousand. The number 
of cinemas was some 190 (5 per cent.) less than a year earlier, and the 
decline in seating capacity over the year under 4 per cent., and there- 
fore much less than the fall in admissions. 


Estimates are included for some cinemas whose returns were not 
complete at the time of going to press.

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Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in July 


THE USUAL seasonal fall in sales by wholesale textile houses was 
reported in July. The quiet trend shown in earlier months of the 
year continued. Total sales were 5 per cent. lower in value than a 
year earlier, a similar rate of decrease as shown in the first half of 
the year.

There were, however, divergent movements in July 
main sectors of the trade. Sales of women’s underwear 
cent. below the level of a year earlier; sales of women’s hose 
and children’s socks, of gloves and of piece-goods and nets were 
11 to 13 per cent. lower; and sales of women’s knitted outerwear, 
blouses and skirts, of household textiles and of men’s and boys’ 
shirts, pyjamas and outfitting fell by 4 to 6 per cent. In contrast, 
there were increases compared with a year earlier in the sales 
of women’s millinery (16 per cent.), women’s coats, costumes, 
furs and raincoats (12 per cent.), children’s wear (6 per cent.), and 
floorcoverings, furniture and hardware (3 per cent.). 


Stocks held by wholesale textile houses increased seasonally in 
July, and were 2 to 3 per cent. higher in value than at the corresponding 
time a year earlier.

Kingdom Firms

Karadj Power Station, Iran. In the face of strong international 
competition, The Harland Engineering Company Limited, of Alloa, 
Scotland, have received a valuable dollar-earning contract for the 
water turbines and governors to be installed in the new power station 
now being constructed in the Elburz Mountains near Teheran, Iran, 
for the Karadj Dam Authority by Morrison-Knudsen International 
Constructors Inc., and their Consulting Engineers, Harza Engineering 
Company International. The machinery to be supplied will be built 
in Harland’s Alloa works where recent extensions were made to 
meet increased turnover of hydro-electric generating plant. The 
shops in which water turbines are constructed were specially designed 
to cater for the manufacture of large hydro-electric generating plant 
such as for this important export order. 


20,000-Acre Lake for Irrigation in Rhodesia. It was announced 
in Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, on September 18 that a £2 million 
contract for a new dam to provide irrigation for sugar and citrus 
estates in Southern Rhodesia had been signed. The dam, 200 ft. high, 
is to be built by the civil engineering firm of Sir Alfred McAlpine 
& Sons (Rhod.) (Pvt.) Limited. It will create a 20,000 acre lake 
which will feed a 28-mile concreted canal leading to the estates. 
The project was designed by the French consultant, M. Andre Coyne, 
who also designed the Kariba hydro-electric dam on the Zambesi. 
Work will start immediately and is due to be completed by April 
1961. A spokesman for tne contractors said the project, known as 
the Kyle Dam, was in some respects more important than Kariba. 
It would open up vast tracks south of Fort Victoria for agriculture. 


Automatic Tipping Wagons for India. Robert Hudson Limited 
has obtained an order from India for 60 large capacity tipping wagons 
to be used for hauling bulk materials in dock areas. The total value 
of the United Kingdom portion of the order, which is under the 


provisions of World Bank Loan arrangements, is approximately 
£100,000. 


Radio Equipment for Canada and Yugoslavia. The Yugoslav 
authorities have ordered 24 terminals of equipment, which will 
operate on wideband radio links and can provide 12 circuits in the 
band 6-54 kc/s or 24 channels in the band 6-108 kc/s, from Auto- 
matic Telephone & Electric Company Limited. Each circuit is provided 
with an outband signalling path suitable for ring-down or dialling 
operation. Carrier channelling equipment of larger capacity but of 
similar type for a microwave radio system to link St. John’s, Newfound- 
land, with Sydney, Nova Scotia, has been ordered from the same 
company by Canadian National Telegraphs. The system will have 
intermediate connections to Cornerbrook and Gander. There will 
be 180 circuits altogether, including a number of programme channels 
which will be used by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 


Power Station Equipment for Venezuela. Babcock & Wilcox 
Limited have received a repeat order from C.A. La Electricidad de 
Caracas, Venezuela, amounting to approximately £400,000, for a 
large boiler, the third one of this size supplied by the company to 
that electricity undertaking, which is responsible for the whole of 
the electricity supply in the Caracas area. All parts of the boiler will 
be manufactured in the Babcock works at Renfrew, Scotland, and 
shipped to Venezuela for assembly on site.

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Import and Export Prices in August 


PRICE INDICES of imports and exports have shown little movement 
during 1958 and in August, apart from a shift in the import index 
from 98 in July to 99 (a result of the convention of rounding these 
indices to the nearest whole number, the actual movement being only 
fractional) there was again no change. The terms of trade remained 
at the 89-90 level which they have held since February. 


There were small changes in August in the individual class indices, 
that for Class A imports — food, drink and tobacco —- declining slightly 
and being more than offset by increases of 2 points in the two classes 


covering fuels and manufactured goods. The index for basic materials 
remained unchanged at 94. 

Compared with July, the price index for exports of manufactured 
goods increased by one point to 112, but this again reflected a marginal 
overall change. The index for textile exports fell to 101, the lowest 
point for over a year, and that for engineering products rose to 116, 
the highest recorded in this series. 

An explanation of the method of calculating these index numbers 
was given in the Board of Trade Journal on May 2, 1958.

Import Duties on Iron 
and Steel 


THE ADDITIONAL IMPORT DUTIES (No. 5) Order, 1958, which 
was made on September 19, 1958, and comes into operation at once, is 
necessary for technical reasons to complete the introduction of the 
new iron and steel tariff implementing the agreement with the European 
Coal and Steel Community signed in November 1957, 


The new Order, which should be read in conjunction with the 
Additional Import Duties (No. 3) Order made in April 1958, relates 
to certain iron and steel goods which could not be completely covered 
in April because the duties on them were temporarily suspended for 
a period ending on September 18, 1958. The effect of the Order is 
little more than theoretical, since it could apply only to goods at far 
below current prices. 


The new iron and steel tariff is now fully in operation except that 
the duties on certain types of cold-reduced sheets and wide hot-rolled 
strip and on a particular type of high-carbon steel wire rod are sus- 
pended until the end of this year by the Additional Import Duties 
(Exemptions) (Nos. 8 and 16) Orders, 1958.

Occupational Psychology and the ‘Bulge’ 

As a result of the increase in the birthrate during the second half of 
the last world war and in the immediate post-war years, the number 
of 15-year-olds in the population will increase by 1962 to 52 per cent. 
over the 1956 figure. Prospects for their employment are discussed in 
the July issue of ‘Occupational Psychology’, the journal of the National 
Institute of Industrial Psychology. The writer concludes that it is 
unlikely that these children of the ‘bulge’ will face unemployment, 
but that the main problem will be one of training. Increase in technical 
complexity, in the size of industrial and other units, and the rise in 
the standard of living should have the effect of decreasing the propor- 
tion of the working population employed on productive work, and 
increasing the proportion employed on technical, administrative and 
clerical work and on ‘service’ occupations.

Problems of World Liquidity

Promotion of Britain’s Cottons in the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland 





DURING THE MONTHS July to October 1958 a lively promotion of 
Britain’s Cottons is being held in the Federation of Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland. It has been arranged by the Cotton Board through their 
advertising agents in Rhodesia. A substantial part of the promotion 
has naturally been directed to the African people, whose population 
of over 7,000,000 is a most worthwhile market to encourage. 

In the major centres of Bulawayo, Salisbury and Ndola, African 
‘Queen of Cotton’ competitions are being staged. The first of these 
was held on August 30 at the new Stodart Hall, Harari, Salisbury. 
Judging of the entrants took place during the afternoon and evening 
and the awards included substantial cash prizes, dress lengths and 
piece goods donated by manufacturers. In the evening, when over 
1,000 Africans attended the show, Mr. J. S. Stoodley, the United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner, addressed the audience and Mrs. 
Stoodley presented the prizes. 

A lively and varied entertainment was given by the ‘Black Evening 
Follies,’ a popular African concert party well known throughout the 
Federation. The Follies had composed a special calypso on ‘Buy 
Britain’s Cottons’ which they soon had the audience chanting with 
them. This spontaneous and unrehearsed response was the highlight 
of the evening and had great effect. Cotton Board films were also 
shown, including one specially prepared for the promotion campaign. 
These too were well received. 


Increased Demand 


Parts of the show were filmed, and with extracts from the Bulawayo 
Show on September 13, will make up a composite film which it is 
hoped will be shown later in Manchester. A most satisfactory result 
from the point of \i2w of the promoters is that since the opening of 
the campaign with the accompanying widespread publicity in African 
newspapers, retailers dealing with African trade in Salisbury report 
,a definite increase in demand for ‘Britain’s Cottons.’

Other events in the promotion include window display competitions 
in Salisbury, Bulawayo, Ndola, Lusaka and Blantyre (Nyasaland), 
awards of prizes for the handicraft sections in the big agricultural 
shows held at this time of the year in the Federation and special 
awards to school children in Northern Rhodesia for needlework and 
essay competitions. 


Fashions Flown from Brussels 

Mannequin Parades in the big retail stores are being very well 
attended by Europeans and great interest is being shown in the new 
designs and finishes. At these mannequin parades retailers are showing 
British cottons currently on sale in their own stores. In a few selected 
stores, however, the parades have included dresses recently presented 
at the Brussels International Fair by the Cotton Board, in conjunction 
with leading designers, wholesale fashion houses and cotton fabric 
producers in Britain. The dresses were specially flown out to Rhodesia 
immediately after their showing in Brussels. 


Transferred Charge Calls with 
Federal Germany 


TRANSFERRED charge facilities are now available between sub- 
scribers in the United Kingdom and those in the Federal Republic 
of Germany. (The service is not available on calls with East Germany.) 

On transferred charge calls accepted from Germany, the call 
charges will be at a slightly higher rate than on ordinary calls booked 
and paid for in the United Kingdom. Also there will be an additional 
charge to meet the greater cost of dealing with this type of call. 

If the person in this country declines to accept an incoming trans- 
ferred charge call he will have no liability. This arrangement with 
Germany follows similar arrangements recently introduced with 
other European countries. 
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British Woollens Featured at German Industries Exhibition 


From the British Consulate-General at Berlin 


As PART of the German Industries Exhibition, held annually in 
West Berlin, displays are put on in the national pavilions of France, 
the United Kingdom, Canada, Holland, Austria and the United 
States, these pavilions being permanent features of the Exhibition. 

For the British pavilion this year the Central Office of Information 
has produced an exhibit with the theme ‘Britain’s Wool Industry’ 
showing the process of converting the raw material into the finished 
article from the shearing of the sheep to the manufacture of high- 
quality cloth and production of knitted garments. 

The British Pavilion was opened on September 13, by Sir Cecil 
Weir, the Chairman of the British Tabulating Machine Company, 
who was formerly Economic Adviser to the British Control Commission 





After the official opening of the British Pavilion, a number 
of distinguished personalities viewed the exhibits, among 
them being (left to right): the Governing Mayor of West 
Berlin, Herr Willi Brandt; Sir Cecil Weir, Chairman of the 
British Tabulating Machine Company (formerly Economic 
Adviser to the British Control Commission in Germany) ; 
Professor Erhard, the Federal Minister for Economics ; and 
Major-General Rome, General Officer Commanding, British 
Sector, Berlin. 


in Germany. The Federal Minister for Economics, Professor Erhard, 
was present in the audience at the official opening and the guests were 
able after the ceremony to inspect the individual exhibits in the 
Pavilion. A special preview of the display was arranged for the eve 
of the official opening for members of the West Berlin ladies’ and 
men’s outer garment making-up industry, buyers from local stores 
and representatives of wholesale and retail establishments dealing 
in products made from British wool ranging in variety from men’s 
suits to carpets. Over 200 people attended the gathering. 

The show includes one section illustrating the manner in which the 
raw wool from the principal Commonwealth producing countries - 
Australia, England, Scotland, New Zealand, South Africa, India and 
Pakistan — is developed into finished material. Pictures and projected 
slides show highly skilled craftsmen at work at various stages of the 
processing. A feature of the decorative scheme is five facsimile balls 
of wool, each 5 feet in diameter, supported on giant knitting needles. 
Each shows a sample of Commonwealth wool and has an explanatory 
panel and pictures. 

In addition to a very comprehensive selection of British woollen 
materials and knitted garments, there is a display of carpets of United 
Kingdom manufacture and for the mounting of the exhibition in the 
pavilion a carpet of unusual size — approximately 55 x 4 yards — was 
specially manufactured. 

An information counter, situated in the pavilion, deals with 
inquiries and the provision of literature on the British wool industry. 
Women members of the staff wear British produced knitwear and 
tailored skirts. There is a cinema attached to the pavilion which has 
regular daily showings of colourful films with wool as their topic. 

The display in the British pavilion was made possible by the 
co-operation with the Central Office of Information of the various 
United Kingdom trade associations whose members’ products are 
on view, namely: Apparel and Fashion Industry’s Association; 
Hawick Hosiery Manufacturers’ Association; The Federation of 
British Carpet Manufacturers; The Hosiery and Knitwear Export 
Group; The Men’s Fashion Council; The National Wool Textile 
Export Corporation. 


The exhibition closes on September 28. Until that date a special 
‘British Fortnight’ has been arranged with the co-operation of leading 
West Berlin department stores and high-class retail establishments 
which have set aside window space for showings of woollen materials 
and garments of British manufacture, backed by suitable printed 
publicity matter.

Australia and the Federation 
of Malaya 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between Australia and the Federation of 
Malaya was signed in Kuala Lumpur on August 26, 1958. In this 
agreement, each Government undertakes to accord most favoured 
nation treatment to the other in respect of tariffs and import licensing. 

In addition, Australia has undertaken to grant duty free entry for 
natural rubber, under Departmental By-law, subject to the satisfactory 
disposal of the Papua-New Guinea crop, and to protect Malaya’s 
rubber and tin exports to her against dumped or subsidized exports 
of natural or synthetic rubber or tin from third countries. 

Commercial sales of Australian flour are expected to reach 80,000 
tons annually and Malaya has undertaken to take steps to protect 
Australia’s flour exports to her against dumped or subsidized competi- 
tion. 

The agreement entered into force on signing and will remain in 
force for an initial period of three years and thereafter subject to six 
month’s notice of termination. There is also provision for re-negotiation 
should failure on either side to take remedial action in the event of 
dumped or subsidized exports of rubber, tin or wheat injure the trade 
of the other. 


New Zealand and Japan 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between New Zealand and Japan was signed 
at Wellington on September 9 and although not yet formally ratified 
takes effect immediately. 

The Agreement accords to both countries most-favoured-nation 
treatment for their exports as regards the tariff and import restrictions, 
subject to the right of either Government to suspend its obligations, 
after consultation, if imports cause or threaten to cause serious injury 
to domestic producers. 

Japan undertakes that the duties on imports of meat from New 
Zealand will not be increased for three years or those on wool before 
July 5, 1960. New Zealand will be permitted to compete for the full 
exchange allocation for meat, tallow, hides and dairy products and 
90 per cent. of the allocation for wool, and can expect to export about 
10,000 tons of meat a year to Japan and to secure 50 per cent. of the 
market for casein. 

Japanese goods will in future be liable for duty at the most-favoured- 
nation rate in the New Zealand tariff and Japan will no longer be a 
scheduled country for the purpose of import licensing. 

The Agreement remains in force for an initial period of three years 
and thereafter will be subject to three months’ notice of termination. 


Spain and Denmark 
By AN EXCHANGE of Notes in Madrid the Commercial Agreement 
between Spain and Denmark (see Board of Trade Journal of 
November 8, 1957, page 969) has been extended, without alteration, 
for a further year up to June 30, 1959. 


Anglo-Brazilian Payments 


THE BANK OF BRAZIL, on September 18, 1958, authorized a 
further sterling remittance of £979,835, under the Anglo-Brazilian 
Payments Agreement of October 1, 1953. This brings the total of 
remittances authorized up to date to some £40 million and covers 
all applications for the remittarice of sterling which were approved by 
the Bank of Brazil up to and including May 18, 1953. 

This remittance completes the annual instalment of £6 million 
due to be paid under the Agreement before September 30, 1958.

Netherlands and Spain 


IT WAS RECENTLY announced that the validity of the Trade 
Agreement between the Netherlands and Spain, due to expire on 
June 1, 1958, had been extended for a period of seven months from 
that date. 

The lists of goods to be exchanged between the two countries 
remained the same and the quotas had been fixed pro rata of those 
valid for the previous twelve-month period.

CANADA 


Changes in the Customs Act 


AS WAS ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal of September 
19, page 598, legislation was passed on September 6 effecting changes 
in the Customs Act. Sections 35 to 40 relating to valuation for duty 
and Section 45 relating to appeals to the Exchequer Court have been 
repealed and replaced by the amended Sections set out below. A new 
Section 46A has also been introduced which provides for an appeal 
to a judge, rather than to the Tariff Board, in cases dealing with 
treasonable, seditious, immoral or indecent publications. 


While the changes in the sections relating to valuation for duty 
are not expected to affect United Kingdom exporters seriously, 
exporters are reminded that misconstruction of the customs valuation 
provisions may well result in the imposition of dumping duty. 
Exporters should make a point, therefore, of familiarizing themselves 
with the requirements of the Canadian Customs Act with respect 
to valuation. The Commercial Relations and Exports Department of 
the Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1 (Tele- 
phone: Trafalgar 8855, Ext.

HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY in Ciudad Trujillo reports that the text 
of a new law has just been published which forbids the importation 
into the Dominican Republic of plants, fruit, seeds, bulbs, tubers, 
flowers or any part of vegetables, dead or alive, without special per- 
mission of the Dominican Ministry of Agriculture. Permission to 
import may be granted by the Ministry of Agriculture provided that 
the plant, seed, fruit, etc. is in healthy condition, free from disease 
or symptoms thereof, and does not contain extraneous matter except 
moss used as wrapping which must have been disinfected. Imports 
of vegetables should be accompanied by a Certificate stating that they 
have been examined by an official of the Department of Agriculture 
in the country of origin and that they have been found to be free from 
disease and infection.

English language or a translation in the English language must be provided 
and attached to the relevant invoices. All certificates of origin and value 
must indicate clearly whether or not the exporter is the manufacturer or 
supplier of the goods, or is in any way associated with the importer (see 
the pre-amble to Government Notice No. 1467 of 1958 for definition of 
associated firms). Similar information must be given by the importer and, 
where the firms are not associated, a declaration in the following form must 
be attached to the import entry or endorsed thereon :— 

‘] declare that the foreign exporter and the importer of the goods 
entered to this entry are not associated firms as defined in Federal 
Government Notice No. 1467 of 1958.’ 

9. Additional documentation for Trade Goods liable to ad valorem 
duty: — Federal Government Notice No. 1467 of 1958 sets out the invoice 
requirements for trade goods subject to ad vaiorem duty and imported in 
the circumstances set out in paragraph 1 of that notice. Paragraph 4 of that 
notice provides for certificates by approved banks or chambers of commerce 
to be given as an alternative to the production of manufacturers’ or suppliers’ 
invoices. Lists of approved banks and chambers of commerce will be 
published from time to time in the Official Gazette. Certificates in the follow- 
ing forms will be acceptable from approved banks or chambers of commerce:

THE GERMAN authorities have announced some amendments to 
the list of goods which may be imported into Western Germany from 
the United Kingdom and other member-countries of the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation without quantitative restrictions. 

As a result of these the Negative List published in the Board of 
Trade Journal on March 7, pages 558-561, as amended by the notices 
published in the Board of Trade Journal on May 16, and on June 20, 
i.e. the list of goods the import of which into Western Germany 
from O.E.E.C. countries is still subject to quantitative restrictions, 
has been amended as follows (with effect from September 4, 1958):

Coal and Steel Community, imports of these solid fuels are not subject to restrictions in 
quantity or value.
